Wreckage-strewn water in which the opposing forces 
hurled thundering broadsides at each other marked the pos- 
sible end of the Imperial fleet as a major obstacle in the path 
to the coasts of Japan and China, and probably shortened the 
Pacific war by months.

By comparison, in the greatest 
previous Nipponese defeat since 
Pearl Harbor, 11 Japanese ships 
were sunk and nine sunk or dam- 
aged in the battle of Midway in 
June, 1942, Five of these were 
transports. 


U. S. Losses Light. 


Known American losses in the 
battles around the Philippines 
were two small carriers and a 
number of PT boats sunk, plus an 
unannounced number damaged 
and a number of planes lost. 

Nimitz’s report today was limit- 
ed to two engagements—an over- 
whelmingly one-sided victory over 
the largest Japanese task force, 
trapped south of Formosa by Unit- 
ed States carrier planes, warships 
and submarines; and a crucial air- 
Sea engagement fought northeast 
of Leyte off Samar Island and in 
the Sibuyan Sea. 

United States carrier planes 
were reported still pursuing the 
crippled enemy force as it tried to 
escape through the Sibuyan sea. 
Naval engagements were appar- 
ently broken off, but undoubt- 
ediy American warplanes were out 
to hunt down remnants of the 
Other two Japanese flotillas. 

MacArthur previously reported 
on the third action at the south- 
ern entrance to Leyte Gulf. 

The Japanese imperial head- 
quarters communique admitted the 
loss of a battleship and said an- 
other had been “substantially dam- 
aged.” Yesterdsy Tokyo acknowl- 
edged the loss of two cruisers and 
a destroyer. 

Nimitz’s communique last night 
amplified his report of 1:30 a. m. 
Wednesday and his assertion that 
the reports still were incomplete 
meant that even greater destruc- 
tion had been wrought on the Im- 
perial fleet which had dared at 
long last to leave its own waters 
and engage Adm, William F. Hal- 
sey’s mighty Third Fleet.

Sibuyan Sea Battle.

This second battle of the Phil- 
ippines Sea—Adm. Raymond A. 
Spruance directed the first on 
June 19 when his carrier planes 
sank or damaged 17 enemy ships— 
probably has made possible an at- 
tack against the Japanese home- 
land itself in the not distant fu- 
ture. 

Adm. Ernest J. King, comman- 
der. in chief of the United States 
fleet, said the bulk of the Imperial 
fleet was engaged in the battles— 
around the Philippines. Nimitz 
previously said “major units of the 
Imperial fleet were defeated in the 
first battle of the Philippine Sea.” 

Accepting those statements at 
face value, the obvious deduction 
is that Japan will find itself seri- 
ously handicapped in any immedi- 
ate threat to the homeland and 
might be forced to rely heavily on 
Jand-based aircraft for its defense. 
So far, these have proved to be 
a pretty poor weapon in Japanese 
hands against superior American 
forces.

CRUISER AUSTRALIA DAMAGED

CANBERRA, Australia, Oct. 26 
(AP).—Prime Minister John Cur- 
tin announced today the H. M. 8. 
Australia suffered superficial 
damage Oct. 20 during the early 
stages of the Philippines invasion, 
and that Capt. E. F. V. Dechai- 
neux, the ship’s commander, was 
fatally wounded. The Australia 
is a 10,000-ton cruiser. 

Curtin said 19 officers and men 
were killed aboard the _ vessel.

George Meany, AFL secretary- 
treasurer, disclosing AFL's de- 
cision, said Chairman William’ H. 
Davis of the WLB had “invited” 
the federation to change its mind 
or withdraw from the board. Meany 
said the AFL at the moment did 
not plan to do either one. 

The AFL, Meany stated, would 
not participate in WLB wage 
eases involving demands in excess 
of the Little Steel formula until 
an over-all policy decision had 
heen made on the formula itself. 

This meant the AFL would not 
take part in six CIO dispute cases 
on which the WLB is scheduled to 
start deliberations next Tuesday. 
Foremost among these is the dis- 
pute in which the United Steel 
Workers are asking for an in- 
crease of 17 cents an hour, above 
the Little Steel levels. 

AFL's Objective. 

The AFL’s objective has been 
a modification or elimination of 
the formula without respect to any 
specific case. 

The CIO’s strategy has heen 
based on a group'of specific cases, 
such as those involving steel, Gen- 
eral Motors, textiles and the pack- 
ing industry. 

Under the procedure laid out by 
the WLB itself yesterday, the CIO 
cases would be taken up next 
week and the wage issue would be 
rejected as outside the existing 
stabilization policy. The board, 
however, could act on other issues 
in dispute in those cases, such as 
night shift differentials, vacatian 
pay, and other benefits sought by 
the CIO unions. 

The AFL members of the board 
-—-Meany and Matthew Wool-—ap- 
prehensive of the procedure set 
forth by the board, are reported 
to feel that their CIO rivals may 
emerge from these WLB delibera- 
tions with a number of important 
gains outside the question of a 
horizontal wage increase.

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PWILIANS TO GET 


MORE BEEF AND 
PORK TOP GRADES 


Overall Supply to Be 
Somewhat Shorter in 
November, However, 


OPA Announces. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
A better supply of top grades of 
rationed beef and pork will be 
available to housewives in Novem- 
ber, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration said last night, but there 
will be a slight decline in the 
Overal] meat supply. 

At the same time, OPA an- 
nounced two minor changes in 
point values in meats, dairy prod- 
ucts and processed foods for the 
five-week period beginning next 
Sunday. 

While the overall November 
meat supply—rationed and point- 
free—is slightly less on a weekly 
average basis than OPA estimates, 
for this month, the agency said 
there will be 34,520,000 pounds of 
the first three grades of beef- 
steaks and roasts each week of 
thegnew period, as compared with 
27,770,000 pounds in October. 

Allotment of Pork Hams. 

The weekly ration allotment of 
pork hams and loins will be 52,- 
300,000 pounds, up nearly ten mil- 
lion pounds from this month. 

In the rationed meats category, 
only lamb chops and roasts will 
be in smaller supply in November, 
an estimated 6,600,000 pounds a 
week as compared with 8,880,000 
pounds in October. 

The overall meat supply to De- 
cember 3 is expected to total 267,- 
540,000 pounds weekly, or 2.4 per 
cent: below the average weekly 
amount of 274,190,000 pounds in the 
four-week October period. A drop 
in ration-free utility grade beef 
accounts for most of the decline, 
OPA said. 


One of the changes in ration | 
values is a reduction from 50 to 30 | 
points for a No. 2 can of apple- | 
sauce, based on an estimate that | 
civilians will get 900,000 more cases | 
of this commodity this year than | 


in 1943. 
Red-Point Values Changed. 


The other revision shuffles red- | 
point values for packaged spa- | 
ghetti and macaroni dinners with | 
cheese. These items will cost one- | 


half point when the grated cheese 
content is one and one-half ounces 
or less, and one point when the 
cheese quantity is one and one- 
half to three ounces. 

At present, these dinners with a 
cheese content of one ounce or 
less cost a half-point; one to two 
ounces one point and two to three 
ounces, two points. 

In continuing the current 20- 
point value for a pound of cream- 
ery butter, OPA said the supply 
for the calendar month of Novem- 
ber will be the same as that for 
October—85 million pounds. The 
amount of oleomargarine avail- 
able is estimated at 56 million 
pounds, against 50 million pounds 
this month. 


20-Million Presbyterian Fund. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 26 (AP). — A 
20-million-dollar fund for post- 
war reconstruction and rehabili- 
tation was authorized yesterday 
by the general council of the 
Presbyterian Church in the Unit- 
ed States of America (Northern). 
The fund, to provide for special 
necessities not covered by the 


regular benevolence budget au- 
thorized by the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly, is to cover five 
years, 1945 through 1949. 


COMBAT REPORTER IS KILLED 


WITH THE VU. 8. SEVENTH 
ARMY IN FRANCE, Oct. 26 (AP) 
— Sgt. Alfred O. Kohn of Miami 
Beach, Fia., Stars and Stripes 
combat correspondent, was killed 
by German machine-gun fire re- 
cently in the Rhone Valley. 

He was 25 years old and had 
served as night city editor of the 
St. Petersburg Times and as man- 
ager of the Rome edition of Stars 
and Stripes. He was the second 
Stars and Stripes correspondent to 
be killed in action in Europe this 
year. The other was Gregor Dun- 
can, who lost his life in the drive 
on Rome.

Says Roosevelt Sponsored It. 

“There,” Dewey declared, “in 
crude unblushing words is the 
ultimate expression of New Deal 
politics by the theory of ‘Who 
gets what, when and why.’ For 
a thousand dollars laid on the 
line to finance the fourth term 
drive, this administration boldly 
offers for sale ‘special privilege,’ 
including the special privilege of 
assisting ‘in the formulation of 
administration policies.’ ” 

A Republican enthusiast perched 
high in the galleries beat vigor- 
ously on a tin tub at this point. 

Waiting for the applause to die 
down, Dewey, said that the “spon- 
sor of this idea is frankly stated 
in that letter to be the President 
himself.” 

“The man who holds the high- 
est office within the gift of the 
American people, at a conference 
in the White House, sponsors an 
idea to sell ‘special privilege’ 
and a voice ‘in the formulation 
of administration policies’ for one 
thousand dollars on the _ barrel- 
head,” Dewey said, his voice 
rising. 

One thing should be made clear 
“right now,” he added—‘“in the 
new administration that takes of- 
fice next Jan. 20, there will he 
no special privilege for sale to 
anyone at any price.”

Dewey contended that the whole 
theme of the Democratic cam- 
paign was based on a statement 
contained in a fourth-term pam- 
phlet which he quoted as saying:

Criticism of McClain’s Committee 
Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Committee of Independent Voters 
Yor Dewey has announced that “until 
the present election we have supported 
President Roosevelt and his policies.” 
This is most surprising, as some of the 
members of the committee were well- 
known isolationists four years ago and 
were opposed to the President's policies 
regarding the European war at that 
time. 

Moreover, while the attitude of one 
who is opposed to more than two terms 
for a President is understandable, it is 
difficult to appreciate how one can be 
reconciled to a third term but balks 
at a fourth, especially while we are at 
war. The committee does not challenge 
the President’s conduct of the war, and 
his domestic policies during his third 
term, aside from war needs, have been 
Jess restrictive of industry and business 
than were those of his first and second 
terms. 

The committee says, also, “The nation 
eannot afford further weakening of its 
judiciary by giving Mr. Roosevelt four 
more years to appoint his favorites to 
the bench.” While this statement is not 
limited to appointments to the Supreme 
Court, the voter will naturally assume 
it had primary reference to these. 

In his third term, President Roose- 
velt made the following appointments 
to the Supreme Court, all of which were 
confirmed by the Senate without sub- 
stantial opposition: Harlan F. Stone 
(Republican), Chief Justice; James F. 
Byrnes (since resigned), Robert H. Jack- 
eon and Wiley B. Rutledge Jr., Associate 
Justices. The latest appointee (Rut- 
ledge) was strongly recommended for 
the position by the then Dean J. A. Mc- 
‘Clain Jr., now chairman of the Dewey 
committee, and other members of the 
law faculty of Washington University. 

Some appointments to inferior courts 
were improper, but these were made, 
mot because the appointees were Mr. 
Roosevelt’s “favorites,” but as a result 
of the pernicious system under which 
Senators or national committeemen prac- 
tically dictate such appointments, a 
method which prevailed equally under 
the President’s Republican predecessors. 

Will Mr. McClain and the other law- 
yers on the committee sincerely declare 
that the above-named appointments to 
the Supreme Court, made by President 
Roosevelt during his third term, have 
weakened our judiciary? Or are we 
charitably to assume that they weakly 
followed the bad example of their new 
leader in using any statement, apart 
from its context, in this effort to con- 
vict the defendant, the President of the 
Wnited States?

It’s Up to Business 


If business would avoid tight regulation or a 
state-controlled economy, said Malcolm Muir, 
publisher of Newsweek, to the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers’ meeting in St. Louis 
yesterday, it must constantly reduce prices, 
offer better goods, be receptive to new methods 
and bold in new undertakings. In other words, 
business must be progressive. 

Mr. Muir is unimpeachably right. If business 
will pursue these objectives with enough devo- 
tion, all fears of socialization and official oppres- 
sion can be dispelled. To the extent that the 
pursuit is neglected, government will neces- 
sarily move in, for the American people will no 
longer tolerate an ideal of private enterprise 
preserved at the eost of scarcity and mass 
unemployment imthe midst of means for plenty. 

Mr. Muir speaks for a large enlightened 
segment of business, but his words are not a 
charter of emancipation from supervision. 
Government must still intervene, because busi- 
ness itself has acquired tremendous power over 
public welfare. 

Individual firms and sectors of industry can 
often make a larger quick profit by holding 
prices too high and letting output suffer. But 
when any significant part of business embarks 
on this course, unemployment appears and 
grows, purchasing power declines, a depression 
is started. That is what happened during the 
1920s, when government’s policy was hands 
strictly off. 

Mr. Muir states the lesson that was not known 
Many business men 
have mastered that lesson, and would now pre- 
serve the gold-giving goose without being co- 
erced. But it takes only a small fraction of 
business to start the vicious downward spiral 
of depression. Some manufacturers, farmers 
and labor leaders, as is clearly shown by current 
outcries against price and wage ceilings and 
cheerful talk of much higher prices and wages 
once ceilings are removed, will never behave 
themselves well enough voluntarily. Hence all 
enterprise must be conducted within a frame 
of regulation. 

With that conclusion Mr. Muir seems to be 
in agreement; at least, he conceded the need 
for laws to prevent unregulated monopoly. 
Probably he would also concede the need for 
government to strike down other restrictive 
devices—discriminatory taxes, tariffs and inter- 
state trade barriers, for example. He should 
agree, too, with the thoughtful statements by 
Clair Wilcox, Swarthmore economist, in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

One way or another, says Mr. Wilcox, govern- 
ment must intervene in economic affairs, no 
matter which political party is in control. When 
it acts to make business behave more competi- 
tively, the country comes out richer. Granted 
that competition can sometimes go to destructive 
excesses, which government must curb. Too 
often, however, as Mr. Wilcox points out, pro- 
ducers have wanted government intrusion, not 
to promote competition, but to protect them- 
selves from the rigors of competition. They 
have too often wanted—and too often received— 
not stronger anti-trust enforcement, not freer 
trade, but things like the Smoot-Hawley tariff, 
NRA, AAA, resale-price-maintenance laws, dis- 
criminatory taxes on margarine, floors under 
coal and milk prices. 

Such measures limit fair competition and 
preclude expansion. Some of them may be 
digitalis, as in 1933, to save a dying patient; 
but they can never make him healthy. This is 
the way to stagnation. 

It is clear, then, that complete freedom from 
supervision is a dream of a simpler age. But 
if producers will take the right side of the 
choice implied by Mr. Muir and clearly expressed 
by Mr. Wilcox, the prospect need not be fright- 
ening. Intervention should not be the blighting 
hand of protection from competition—nor will 
it be, so long as producers want or the public 
insists that expansion shall prevail over stagna- 
tion. But it could be, and should be, a hand 
which provides incentives for good conduct or 
imposes penalties for bad, which makes it more 
profitable to behave in the long-run publie 
interest than to try for the deadly quick killing. 

In enterprise as in politics, freedom is liberty 
restrained in such degree as is necessary to keep 
us from harming others. With the greater 
enlightenment that comes from our increasing 
knowledge of good economics, such a course of 
supervision can be made feather-light on those 
who are disposed to give the people good enough 
bargains and fair enough breaks. 

In short, regulation of business is inevitable; 
its weight depends on the behavior of business 
itself.

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Not Good Enough 


The Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau, scared into each other’s arms by the de- 
mand for a Missouri Valley Authority to stop 
bickering and start development of this great 
valley, have finally sat down together and come 
up with what they describe as a combined plan, 
which they have presented to the President. 

It has taken these two bureaus six months, by 
the very kindest figuring, to arrive at anything 
that they can even contend is a composition of 
their differences; and it is exceedingly doubtful 
that they would have agreed upon anything even 
then if their common fear of MVA had not 
proved more powerful than their distrust and 
dislike for each other. 

The people of the Missouri Valley have seen 
for months now—actually, for years—how Gov- 
ernment can virtually cancel itself out by means 
of the deadly device of divided authority. 

Do we want to institutiondlize divided author- 
ity in the Missouri Valley, to make the disease 
chronic, to wait six months or longer for the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau to 
compromise differences that would be bound to 
arise in operation as well as in planning, before 
water can be held behind one dam to avert a 
flood or let out from another to irrigate parched 
land? Do we want a wasteful plan of develop- 
ment that is only a desperate compromise of 
embattled bureaucracies, or will we insist on 
the best plan possible to turn our mighty Mis- 
souri River to the utmost good of all the people? 

We think President Roosevelt should tell these 
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frightened bureaucrats with their patched-up, 
makeshift plans what he told Congress on Sept. 
21: That the Missouri Valley demands an MVA 
-—one plan, administered by one agency, for our 
one great river. 
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A Job for Illinois to Do 


The congressional elections have vast -im- 
portance this year. On the choice of Senators 
and Representatives who will work and vote for 
American participation in a strong world or- 
ganization depends to a large extent the future 
peace of the world. Therefore, said Edgar 
Ansel Mowrer in his column the other day, the 
defeat of obstructionists is vital, and so is the 
election of candidates who will vigorously sup- 
port the plans for global co-operation. 

Mr. Mowrer named four progressive Senators 
who face a fight for re-election, and one of them 
is Scott W. Lucas of Illinois. Our neighbors 
across the river have a responsibility that tran- 
scends State issues and concerns the welfare of 
the whole country. 

Senator Lucas, a Democrat, is emphasizing the 
need for world co-operation in his campaign. He 
has made an excellent record in his two Senate 
terms. Those two facts entitle him to the voters’ 
support, and an equally strong argument in his 
behalf is the caliber of his opponent, Richard 
J. Lyons. Not only is Lyons a mere political 
figure, a man without the background or quali- 
fication for the United States Senate, but he is 
a favorite son of the McCormick “nationalist” 
group. This obstructionist clique already owns, 
body and soul, the IJlinois junior Senator, C. 
Wayland (Curly) Brooks. 

The question is whether Ilinois shall have in 
the Senate two men of the Curly Brooks stripe. 
It is a serious question, for the State was con- 
ceded to the Republicans in most of the early 
forecasts, and only recently, because of the 
heavy registration in Chicago, has it entered the 
doubtful column. Every possible vote will be 
needed if Lucas is to return to the Senate. 

Several downstate Republican papers, unable 
to stomach Lyons, have declared for Lucas. 
Clearly, this is a time when party lines should 
not matter. Lucas deserves the support of all 
who want to see a lasting peace. 
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A Great Victory 

In the dismal days after Pearl Harbor, the 
prevailing question, asked tauntingly by Tokyo 
and with concern at home, was this: “Where's 
the American Navy?” 

When our forces had started well on the long 
road back, after the battles of Midway and the 
Coral Sea, a new question arose: “Where's 
the Japanese Navy?” 

Both questions are answered, now that the 
elusive Jap fleet and the constantly bolder 
American fleet have met in Philippine waters. 
Official announcements describe the result as 
Japan’s most crushing naval defeat of the war. 

The enemy’s ships are sunk, damaged or in 
flight. The American fleet, outnumbered at 
the start, dominates the Central Philippine area. 

The smashing victory is an occasion for 
rejoicing at home, and for congratulations to 
the gallant men who made it possible. It is 
also an occasion for new determination to back 
them to the limit, and thus speed the end of 
the Pacific war, which their achievement has 
brought nearer. 
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Union Support for Kaufmann 

Patrick Burke, Mayor Kaufmann’s opponent 
in the Nov. 7 election, is business agent and 
trustee of the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, and 
wields a powerful influence in union 
Many St. Louisans have assumed, therefore, that 
he would have the practically solid support of 
organized labor, at least of AFL members. 

This theory takes entirely too much for 
granted. Kaufmann headquarters has released 
a statement signed by a lengthy list of union 
officers, both AFL and CIO, indorsing the Mayor 
for re-election, praising his record on labor af- 
fairs and asserting that the rank and file will 
support him. 

It is a truism, of course, that the labor vote 
cannot be delivered. The ties of union mem- 
bership are close, however, and Burke had been 
generally credited with the AFL vote. The very 
fact that this sizable group of labor men pub- 
licly indorses Kaufmann proves that a good deal 
of independent thinking is going on, and that 
the Mayor’s excellent labor record is going to 
outweigh Burke's connections in the minds of 
many union members. 

Union affiliation should not dictate the vot- 
ers’ choice, and neither should party affiliation. 
Because they consider Kaufmann’s record and 
qualifications superior to those of Burke, many 
supporters of President Roosevelt are going to 
vote split tickets in order to assure continued 
progress and good government in St. Louis. 
The Mayor’s re-election depends on there being 
enough citizens who put the city’s welfare ahead 
of partisanship. 
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For a French Army 

With the supply situation improving, it is 
hard to conceive of any good reason why the 
Anglo-American high command should not accept 
Gen. De Gaulle’s offer to put a large French 
army into the field against Germany. So far as 
military requirements permit, it should be ac- 
cepted. 

France is still depressed over what happened 
to her in 1940. This is a great chance to down 
that humiliation, to build back the self-respect 
sorely needed before that unhappy country can 
take a substantial place in the family of nations. 
Furthermore, unless the political high command 
is trying to relegate France to a lowly place, 
she should be given this opportunity to share in 
the present sacrifice that she may sit later at 
the peace table. 

Official policy speaks in glowing terms of a 
France of greatness, a full partner among the 
major powers. In details of execution, however, 
we have too often acted as though the intention 
were to reduce France permanently to second- 
class status. That, we believe, is not what the 
American people want. Unless, therefore, this 
request is granted at least in large part, a great 
many people are going to demand precise in- 
formation why not.

Why the Mikado Must Go 


Japanese Emperor is basis of militarists’ power, noted Chinese says; 
his retention would keep Government out of the people's hands, 
provide the perfect setup for revenge against the victorious democ- 
racies; this is a threat which China would never be able to forget.

There are indications that an influential 
section of public opinion in the United 
States inclines toward a policy of “hands 
off the Mikado.” Joseph C. Grew, the for- 
mer United States Ambassador to Japan, 
has declared that the part of Shintoism 
which embraces Emperor-worship will be 
an asset in a reconstructed Japan. The 
corollary of this thesis seems to be a policy 
of referring to Hirohito in such terms as 
to suggest to the Japanese that the United 
States has a reverent attitude toward him. 


If there is to be an end of militarism 
and a beginning of democracy in Japan— 
if the war with Japan will not have to be 
fought over at some later date—the Mikado 
must go. The imperial idea is the essence 
of Japanese aggression. The doctrine of 
Emperor-worship was deliberately con- 
ceived and propagated in Japan within 
comparatively recent years to make pos- 
sible this imperialist policy. The mili- 
tarists depend upon the Mikado for their 
exiatence, Their overwhelming and all- 
embracing power over the Japanese people 
stems from the Mikado. 


Japs Would Repudiate Myth 


The average pupil in a Chinese school 
regards the idea of the divinity of a living 
man as pure nonsense. People who advo- 
cate a policy of “hands off the Mikado” 
ask the school children of China and of 
the other United Nations to pamper the 
deluded Japanese people by pretending that 
there is truth in this myth. 


I am disposed to maintain that the Jap- 
anese people are not quite so stupid as 
commonly assumed, and that they them- 
selves will repudiate the Emperor myth, 
given an opportunity to do so. Through 
deliberately inculcated self-deception the 
free will of the individual in Japan is re- 
pressed, his thoughts controlled and every 
aspect of his life restricted and regimented. 

It is suggested further that the Imperial 
General Headquarters is the real power 
in Japan and that the Mikado is a puppet 
entirely under their control. Elmer Davis 
expressed this thought in the dark days 
of the Pacific war when he was quoted as 
saying in a press conference: 

“There is every evidence to show that 
he (Hirohito) has had nothing to do with 
the military for a long time. He is re- 
garded as a god. Attacks against him 
would be resented, and would serve no use- 
ful purpose.” 


Grave Flaws in the Policy 


The “hands-off-the-Mikado” 
‘not have it both ways. The Mikado is 
either a puppet and is useless for the pur- 
poses of democracy; or he is powerful and 
should have disciplined his militarists, He 
cannot be both. 
hope of those who advocate

that they will thereby be able to get rid 
of the militarists the easy way—that is to 
say, by a peaceful revolution, 

The flaws in this policy are fatal. If 
any group “uses” the Mikado In the future, 
it will be the group which designed the 
institution of the Tenno and knows how 
to use it—the Japanese expansionists. This 
policy would prevent the Japanese people 
from taking the Government into their own 
hands.

For more than 20 years Central 
High School alumni have been 
waiting for the Red and Black 
to come up with a football team 
of championship caliber and this 
may be the season when their pa- 
tience will be rewarded.

Real Test. 

Since that time Central has ac- 
quired a new nickname, “Red- 
wings,” but it has been unsuccess- 
ful in its efforts to move out of 
the Public High School cellar 
until this year. Now the Wings 
will face the acid test tomorrow 
night when they clash with Beau- 
mont, 1943 city and_ district 
champion, which also is making 
a bid for the present title with 
two victories, putting it in a tie 
with Central and Roosevelt for 
second place behind leading Mc- 
Kinley which has won all three 
of its league encounters. 

There is some hope of a Cen- 
tral victory over Beaumont be- 
cause on the basis of perform- 
ances against Soldan there is 
little to choose from. Central won, 
26 to 12 and Beaumont, 33 to 19, 
the difference in each case being 
14 points. Spiritually, though, 
Central is all pepped up because 
the Wings feel that this is one 
time when they will meet on equal 
terms with their big neighbor. 

Levi Craig is the Central coach. 
Burns M. Franklin, the Beaumont 
mentor, has stated that this would 
be his last year as coach of the 
Blue Jackets.

MITSCHER’S ACHIEVEMENTS were bringing 
him into prominence long before this war broke 
out. Ever since 1915, when he learned to fly an 
old Curtiss pusher at Pensacola, he has been do- 
ing big things in naval aviation. 

In 1919 he piloted one of the three Navy planes 
that attempted the first trans-Atlantic flight. He 
piloted one of the six Navy planes that made the 
first trans-Pacific flight from San Francisco to 
Pearl Harbor in the early thirties, blazing a trail 
for commercial aviation which began regular 
trans-Pacific passenger service about a year later. 
He organized the first airspotting squadron to 
work with the fleet, against the objections of old- 
timers, who argued that the crow’s nest lookout 
gave a more accurate report than these new- 
fangled flying machines. 

Mitscher came up with the carriers. He was 
air officer of the Langley, our first carrier, and 
later air officer of the Saratoga. When World 
War II came along, he was captain in command 
of the Hornet. In April 1942 he carried James H, 
Doolittle’s expedition to within 600 miles of Japan 
and launched it on the famous Tokyo raid. In 
June the same year he commanded the Hornet 
at the decisive battle of Midway,

There is an 
immediacy in this need that can- 
not be overlooked without dan- 
ger to the children and to our 
society. Their school lives must 
be adjusted ahead of their needs 
so that such crises can be avoided.

Fruits Are 
Important 
In the Diet

é¢ EASOW of mists and mel- 
S low fruitfulness,” wrote 
Keats, in the “Ode to Au- 
tumn.” The favorite of my Sea- 
sons brings to ripening the favo- 
rite table delicacies of my youth 
—the fruits. 

The best things of life, the most 
pleasure giving; are always the 
most healthful. The Puritans, if 
any of those are left, the health 
faddists who like to concoct saw- 
dust meals and monstrous exer- 
cises, and rhythmic conditioning 
in one or another. sphere of living 
would challenge this but it is a 
cardinal tenet of my philosophy. 

Certainly among the best things 
of the table are the fruits—apples 
and peaches, pears, grapes, lemons, 
oranges, ,And they are among the 
most healthful. Talk about acces- 
sory food factors—the fruits lead 
the list of accessory foods. They 
are the vitamin bearers, the min- 
eral bearers, the bearer of heayen 
knows how many different kinds 
of refreshers to health and happy 
living that have not yet been dif- 
ferentiated by the biological chem- 
ists.

IT USED TO BE that they were 
exclusively the table delicacy: of 
autumn. So suggests Keats, at any 
rate. Now we are likely to get 
them the year round, For this we 
have to thank modern engineering 
methods of refrigeration, food 
preservation, transportation and 
the development of fruit farming 
in some of our southern states 
and neighboring countries where 
there are possibilities of year 
round crops. 

You cannot make a complete 
meal of fruit. They contain little 
protein, the flesh building chemi- 
cal, and almost no fat. But the 
sugars they contain are sure fire 
energizers, They are mostly sim- 
ple sugars which enter the blood 
quickly after being swallowed and 
spark the high octane gas. 

In vitamins and minerals the 
fruits lead all foods, however, 
Nature’s own and greatest medi- 
cines, Nearly all the fruits con- 
tain Vitamin C, technically the 
anti-scurvy vitamin. One doesn’t 
like to think of it as associated 
with such a repulsive word as 
scurvy, however. It is the fresh- 
ener of the blood, the brightener 
of the eyes and lips and tongue 
and the refurbisher of the skin. 

Vitamin A, while not so plenti- 
ful, is found in apples, in good 
quantity in peaches, some in 
pears, prunes and tangerines. 

Vitamin B is also found in 
apples, canteloupes, berries, 
grapes, lemons, peaches, pears. 
There are two varieties of Vita- 
min B, water soluble and fat sol- 
uble, and naturally the water 
soluble sort predominates in fruit, 
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NOBODY NEED WORRY about 
his body getting enough minerals 
as long as he eats plenty of fruit. 
Calcium, phosphorous, iron and sul- 
phur are the essential minerals— 
the fundamentals, as one might 
say, and there is hardly any fruit 
you can name that hasn’t some or 
all of them in easily assimilable 
form, 

Apples list of the 
dozen foods richest in calcium, 
phosphorous and iron. Of course 
they do not stand as high in per- 
centages as the champions in each 
class, such as milk for calcium, 
egg yolk for phosphorous and 
spinach for iron, but then putting 
them up against a heavyweight in 
each class is hard going for any- 
body or anything. : 

Calcium for bone, teeth and 
blood coagulation, sulphur for 
beautification of the skin, phos- 
phorous for nerves and muscles, 
iron for blood hemoglobin—enjoy 
their intake by eating fruits, 
“Stay me with apples,” said Solo- 
mon, who had a good reputation 
for wisdom.

Tall twisted 
white candles in sparkling cande- 
labra stand between thé central 
decoration and white alabaster 


silhouetted on the remaining ones. 
In a diagonal line from the can- 
dies black lacquered, magnolia 
leaves spray upward and at their 
base is the natural greén moss 
from the redwood tree. The moss 
was gathered by Mrs. Klemme in 
Yosemite Valley. Smaller redwood 
burls have been placed at each end 
of the table to hold three more low, 


cornucopias holding graceful loose efat candles overlaid with sprays 


bouquets of white carnations and 
roses. Linen napkins have satin 
and organdy borders and each 
place ig marked by a pale pink or 
pearl seashell as an ash tray with 
a small silver match box. The 
shell theme is répeated by way of 
large pearl cigarette holders, one 
at the left of the host, the other 
at the left of the hostess. Gold- 
rimmed white Spode service plates 
are used with Royal Danish goblets 
and champagne glasses. 

N outstanding example 
Am. Klemme's originality is 

the large dinner table for 
10, on which the _ colors of 
beige and green are empha- 
sized to harmonize with the 
natural colors of the redwood tree. 
An immense polished redwood burl 
in uneven triangular shape occu- 
pies the center of the table and 
holds the chief decorative interest. 
On one side of the burl stands a 
row of graduated white candles, 
about six inches in diameter, 
which were made for the New 
York World’s Fair and are no 
longer available. Clusters of tiny 
brightly colored Brazilian straw 
flowers are attached to the first 
and largest candle while single 
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sprays of huckleberry foliage are Chinese red and gold. 
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of huckleberry. Service plates 
with maroon and gold borders are 
on pale green mats, beside which 
beige napkins trimmed with cut 
work afford a pale contrast. 
Heavy cut crystal glasses are in 
keeping with the massive redwood 
decorations. The silver for this 
table is of particular interest. Of 
solid silver, the set, about 200 years 
old, consists of 104 pieces with 
open salt dishes, toothpick holders 
and numerous serving pieces. 


The fourth table, and perhaps 
the least ornate, with a chartreuse 
organdy cloth paneled with match- 
ing eyelet embroidery, is distin- 
guished by high handmade twisted 
candles in a vivid Chinese red set 
in triangles on beds of smilax. 
Between the candles a shallow 
pale green glass tray holds a large 
gold and green gooseneck gourd 
around which is piled gold and 
red pears, grapefruit, green and 
red peppers, avocados, and differ- 
ent kinds of colorful squash. 
Flowers made of pheasant feath- 
ers and red lacquered quills are 
stuck in the fruit and vegetable 
arrangement.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

RS. JONATHAN WAIN- 
M WRIGHT, wife of Lt. Gen. 

Wainwright, was one of my 
luncheon guests yesterday, and I 
could not help feeling the greatest 
admiration for her courage. I 
want to share with you my feeling, 
because I think it is an inspiration 
to all women in this war. 

In the two and a half years since 
her husband was taken prisoner by 
the Japanese in the Philippines, 
she has had only seven of those 
25-word printed letters from him. 
He, in turn, has never had a word 
from home. Yet she is concerned 
about the relatives of the other 
men in his command, she speaks 
on the radio, and she does all she 
can, not only to keep her own 
courage up, but to help the other 
women who are going through 
with her the ordeal of waiting un- 
til liberation brings them an an- 
swer as to where and how their 
men have stood these years of im- 
prisonment. 

Mrs. George Ashton Oldham, 
wife of the Bishop of Albany, New 
York, lunched with me also. Her 
husband, the Bishop, is in London 
at the present time, and she hopes 
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he will ahve an opportunity to 
visit our troops in other theaters 
of the war. Mrs. Oldham described 
the hurried preparations for his 
trip, and how the various “shots,” 
which had to be concentrated in 
a short time, gave him two sore 
arms and a high temperature, in 
spite of which he had to shop and 
pack and leave! Many other peo- 
ple will remember the same condi- 
tions under which they have start- 
ed off for far distant parts. 

In the afternoon I spent some 
time going through the wards at 
the naval hospital in Bethesda, 
Maryland. I was chiefly in the 
orthopaedic and gsurgical wards, 
and will visit the others the next 
time I have a free afternoon here. 
Not all the cases were overseas 
casualties. There were in addi- 


tion a number of men suffering |

are getting well and will have no 
serious after-affects, and that is 
the important thing which makes 
me happy.

He 
cashed the ace and king, discard- 
ing a club from dummy, then led 
the diamond 10. West was not 
gullible enough to cover, but Sout 
guessed the actual break of dia- 
monds and let the 10 ride, dis 
carding dummy’s last club, 

If East had ruffed this trick, 
declarer would have had clear 
sailing. East, however, wag not 
so accommodating. He had a sure 
trump trick—why waste it? His 
actual play was far more effec- 
tive; he discarded his singleton 
heart. Now when declarer,uffed 
a diamond low in dumm@ East 
over-ruffed and shrewdly returned 
a club even though both North 
and South were now void of the 
suit. This play was declarer’s 
undoing. He could not refuse to 
ruff in one hand or the other, and 
whichever he chose, he could not 
then reach the other hand in or- 
der to draw East’s trumps. 

This is a somewhat complicated 
deal, but it will be found that if 
South had not led any trumps be- 
fore launching the same plan to 
establish diamonds, he would have 
made his contract,
